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Five Agenda Items Betore GHI Membership 
At Annual Meeting, Nine File For Board

Members of Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. (GHI) will de¬ 
cide five issues and elect the 
five members of the Nomin¬ 
ations and Elections Com¬ 
mittee. at the annual mem¬ 
bership meeting to be held 
at 8 p.m. in Center School 
auditorium on May 22; on 
the next day they will choose 
six members of the nine- 
mejnber Board of Directors 
and the three Audit Commit¬ 
tee members. The election 
on Thursday will take place 
in the Municipal Building. 

Nine candidates have filed for 
the six vacancies on the Board 
of Directors: Margaret Hogen- 
sen, 53-F Ridge Road; Debbie 
Hartwick, 3-F Research Road; 
Wayne Williams, 1-C Woodland 
Way (all incumbents); and Paul 
Leddy, 2-B Northway; Nancy 
Hutchins, 65-M Ridge Road; 
James Lauziere, 11-L Ridge 
Road; Janet James, 39-G Ridge 
Road; Todd Amani, 45-P Ridge 
R'oad, and David Warner* 4-M 


Gardenway. 

For the Audit Committee, four 
candidates have filed: Sherry 
Hyde. 71-H Ridge Road, (an in¬ 
cumbent) ; Chuck Hess, 12-C 
Laurel Hill Road; Andrea Has- 
linger, 1X-P Ridge Road; and 
Beverly Colvin, 65-G Ridge Road. 
Four current members of the 
Nominations and Elections Com¬ 
mittee* Mary Moien, 6-Woodland 
Way, John Taylor, 4H Laurel 
Hill Road, Sandra Smith, 14-W 
Laurel Hill, and Steve Sinden, 
35-K Ridge Road have filed for 
reelection. Now candidates are 
Suzanne Plogman 2-C Northway 
and Keith Chernikoff, 4-B Cres¬ 
cent Road. 

The Issues 

The membership will be asked 
to settle five points on the agen¬ 
da, one of them left over from 
last year’s meeting. In 1983 the 
members approved sale of the 
small boiler rooms to the member 
living adjacent to the structure 
(assuming that the member wish¬ 
ed to purchase it). By last year’s 
meeting it had become obvious 
that few of the members whose 
unit adjoined a boiler room would 


choose to purchase it. Therefore 
the board sponsored a proposal to 
allow sale of the rooms to other 
GHI members. However, this mo¬ 
tion was tabled. It may be re¬ 
vived at next week’s meeting. 

This year a proposal to convert 
these boiler rooms to one-bedroom 
apartments similar to the hon¬ 
eymoon cottages for sale to 
current or new members is be¬ 
ing put to the membership. As 
an alternative proposal, some of 
the rooms might be converted to 
storage areas, to be offered first 
to the members of the court and 
then if space were still availa¬ 
ble, to members in adjoining 
courts.. 

New Business 

The members will be asked to 
approve negotiation of a loan to 
finance a repair program for the 
large townhomes. The loan would 
be obtained to correct drainage 
problems, repair brick veneer, 
make structural repairs and in¬ 
stall insulation and storm win¬ 
dows or replacement windows. 
Collateral for this loan would be 
the larger townhomes themselves 
See GHI, page 5, col.

City Council Grants ChiChi’s Waiver Request

At its meeting of May 6 
the Greenbelt City Council 
granted a request by Chi 
Chi’s Mexican Restaurant 
for a waiver of a city street 
ordinance regarding drive¬ 
way entrances. Council’s ap¬ 
proval of the proposed en¬ 
trance on Cherry wood Lane 
came after representatives 
of Chi Chi’s agreed to con¬ 
struct a sidewalk and pro¬ 
vide for handicap ramps. In 
addition, a representative of 
the property owner agreed 
to execute a surety bond 
to guarantee costs of future 
improvements of the proper¬ 
ty such as sidewalks and 
street trees. These improve¬ 
ments would be made when 
there is further development 
of this parcel. 

The recent ordinance requires 
that a driveway be of not less 
than 30 feet nor more than 40 
feet in width at the curb line. 
Chi Chi sought and obtained a 
varience from the ordinance to 
construct a 54 foot wide entrance 
divided with a median strip. The 
entrance will serve both Chi Chi’s 
and the remainder of Parcel S. 

While the commitments to con¬ 
struct sidewalks and handicap 
ramps and to assure future im¬ 
provements on this parcel ad¬ 
dressed some of council’s con¬ 
cerns* the location of the driveway 
entrance presents a potential traf¬ 
fic problem. Because the proposed 
Chi Chi’s entrance is not directly 
opposite the present A&P en¬ 
trance* cars turning left from 


Cherry wood Lane will be turning 
behind vehicles turning in the 
opposite direction rather than in 
front of them. Although such a 
turning pattern may cause traf¬ 
fic congestion, council agreed 
with Chi Chi’s representatives 
that a practical alternative was 
not available. 

Police Study 

Council deferred action on the 
final report by the Public Admin¬ 
istrative Service on the operation 
and management of the Green¬ 
belt Police Department, Action 
was deferred in order to receive 
comments from the city manager 
and the chief of police on the 
report These comments are ex¬ 
pected to be ready prior to the 
July meeting of the council. Cop¬ 
ies of the report will be available 
to the public for review at the 
city’s offices and at the Greenbelt 
Library. 

Special Counsel 

Council voted to employ Susan 
Tannenbaum as special counsel to 
handle prosecution of adverse 
actions taken against police offi¬ 
cers under Maryland state law. 
Tannenbaum has experience in 
handling law enforcement bill of 
rights cases and other police 
matters. The special counsel was 
hired on an as-needed rather 
than on a retainer basis. 

Green Ridge House Budget 

Council received the budget 
submitted by Community Realty 
Company. Inc, for the operation 
of Green Ridge House during the 
next fiscal year. The budget pro¬ 
poses expenditures of $363*535, 
an increase of $43,618 over pro¬ 
jected expenses for the current 
year. The management is propos¬ 
ing to use certain excess reve¬ 


nues to enlarge the multipurpose 
room. Representatives of man¬ 
agement will be present at the 
Council’s meeting on May 20 
when the budget will be considr- 
ered for adoption. 

Employment of Auditor 
Council voted 4-1 to retain the 
city’s present auditor, the firm of 
Wooden & Benson, to perform 
the audit for fiscal 1984-85. 
Councilmember Richard Pilski, 
who cast the dissenting vote* 
preferred the firm of Main Hurd- 
man* which had submitted a low¬ 
er bid. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld ex¬ 
pressed satisfaction with Wooden 
& Benson’s past performance and 
e ted the benefit of continuity of 
service despite a $900 increase 
in Wooden & Benson’s bid over

Wins By 4 to I Margin

Greenbelters by a wide and uniform margin approved 
the city’s Capital Improvements Bond Referendum on Tues¬ 
day, May 14. By a greater than 4 to 1 margin, 865 of the 
1,079 voters voted ‘“For”. Greenbelt truly voted as one 
city as the Center, North End, and Greenbelt East precincts 
voted “for” by 79%, 80 r f and 81%. Springhill Lake trailed 
only slightly with 75%. This continues a trend which was 
evident in the Elderly Housing referendum of 1976 wherein 
Center and North End voted “for” with 67% each, and SHL 
trailed with 60%. 

The 35% voter turn-out was 
light, less than the 40% turnout 
for a similar referendum in 1969 
and the 60% turn-out of the El¬ 
derly Housing referendum of 
1976. As is generally the case in 
Greenbelt and elsewhere, fewer 
voters come out to vote for (or 
against) issues than they do for 
candidates. This vote continues 
the significantly lower turn-out 


than is usual in city council elec¬ 
tions. With the exception of the 
last city council election, there 
had been a mixed but general de- 
*cline in turn-out by Greenbelt vo¬ 
ters. In the last city council elec¬ 
tion there was a slight increase 
in the turn-out. However, the 
low turnout for Tuesday’s elec¬ 
tion may signal a continuation of 
the previous decline.

Legislature to Meet 
On S&L's Friday 

While no long lines have been 
in evidence at any of the savings 
and loan branches here, local 
residents are affected by restric¬ 
tions put in place yesterday for 
those savings and loan associa¬ 
tions in Maryland that are in¬ 
sured through the state created 
private Maryland Savings Share 
Insurance Corporation (MSSIC). 
Withdrawal of deposits is limited 
to $1,000 per account per month. 
This action is seen as “stopping 
the hemorrhaging” of the sys¬ 
tem begun when the public be- 
cam eaware that two institutions 
in Baltimore were in trouble this 
past week. Governor Harry 
Hughes and state legislators have 
been working the past few days 
to draw up legislation to be pro¬ 
posed at a special session of the 
legislature tomorrow, May 17, ac¬ 
cording to a spokesperson in the 
governor’s press office late Wed¬ 
nesday. According to attorney 
general Stephen Sachs who ap¬ 
peared Wednesday on several 
evening TV news programs, leg¬ 
islation will be aimed at forcing 
the larger institutions to seek 
federal insurance through the 
Federal Savings and Loan Insur¬ 
ance Corporation (FSLIC). Some 
kind of state backed rather than 
private insurance would be estab¬ 
lished for the large number of 
very small S&L’s which cannot 
qualify for federal insurance be¬ 
cause of their size. 

The governor’s offic ehopes Fri¬ 
day’s legislative session will pave 
the way for an early end to the 
restrictions.

No to GHI Community Ctr . 

To the Editor: 

In my letter to the editor in 
the April 11 issue, I presented 
reasons wfay GHI members 
should not approve conversion of 
the Research Road boiler room to 
a community center. The GHI 
Annual Meeting background in¬ 
formation which I received fur¬ 
ther reinforces my opposition to 
the proposal which was recom¬ 
mended by only four Board mem¬ 
bers. 

First, conversion costs would 
amount to an estimated $82,645, 
or more than $51 per member. 
These funds could be used for 
more practical purposes such as 
improving our community. 

Second, the capacity of the 
center would be limited to fifty 
persons, at a proposed rate of 
$25 per day or evening. Thus, 
only a small portion of GHI 
members would benefit from it 
If Greenbelt was a rural com¬ 
munity, perhaps this would be a 
good investment. However, there 
are many available rooms that 
are presently available within 
Greenbelt and its surroundings to 
meet the envisioned needs. 

Third, GHI members would 
have to subsidize an expected 
yearly deficit of $14,400 each 
year, which I feel is very conser¬ 
vative. It could be moire than 
$18,000 per year, or more than 
$11 per GHI member. 

Conversion to housing seems 
to be the best alternative, as 
there would be no initial or con¬ 
tinuing expenses heaped on the

No Bad-Mouth 

To the Editor: 

Franklin L. Gage made several 
statements in his letter in last 
week’s News Reviw which ought 
to be refuted, but the bond refer¬ 
endum is now past. However one 
of his statements needs answer¬ 
ing: “Tax reductions . . . allow 
us to keep . . . our own money as 
we wish . . . rather than turning 
it over to politicians.” 

Mr. Gage states the above as 
if turning money or trust over to 
our elected officials—that after 
all is what the “politicians” he 
refers to are—is simply loath¬ 
some. One concludes that he 
considers them to be somehow a 
breed apart and not to be trusted 
to have any common sense, un¬ 
derstanding of all sides of an is¬ 
sue, sense of responsibility for 
public funds, or moral stature. 
The implication is also present 
that he considers himself to be 
superior to those . . . people. 

So I want to say to Mr. Gage 
that if democracy is to survive 
at all, then setting so low a 
standard on public office by hav¬ 
ing such low expectations will 
not serve it. 

Further, politics is the art of 
compromise, not of giving any 
segment of the electorate all it 
wants all the time. Some peo¬ 
ple who don’t get all they want 
understand this to mean that 
once elected a politician will 
merely work under-the-table 
deals. Not so. It’s only in an au¬ 
thoritarian situation that any 
politician can do as he pleases 
and keep every election promise 
unmodified. 

Most politicians are honest 
because they are simply people 
like the rest of us— and most of 
us are honest—who have suffi¬ 
cient sense of public obligation 
to give a lot of time and energy 
to public service. I may not a- 
gree with all of them all the 
time, and with some never, but 
I’m not going to bad-mouth “pol¬ 
iticians” and use it as a dirty 
word. If one is automatically 
branded a rattlesnake by people 
too fine to run for public office 
themselves, eventually only ratt¬ 
lers will be willing to serve.

Greenbelters are looking 
for an improved Roosevelt 
Mall but one that is not 
changed too much, according 
to the results of a recent 
survey. 

The survey, a random sample of 
177 residents, was conducted by 
volunteers and coordinated by 
those who are planning the 
charette study of the Greenbelt 
Center to be held at the end of 
this month. It polled residents in 
the city’s Center, Boxwood, Lake- 
wood, the East side of the city, 
and Springhill Lake. The survey 
was conducted between April 25 
and 29 by telephone. 

Respondents, especially those 
who live close to the Center, said 
they did not favor changes to the 
Center that would significantly 
alter its present character or turn 
it into another large modern mall. 

But when respondents were 
asked to rate various physical^ 
aspects of the Center, almost half 
(48.9%) said the appearance of 
the Center’s storefronts is less 
than satisfactory. When asked 
what kind of physical improve¬ 
ments should be made to the 
Center, nearly 40 %> said store¬ 
fronts should be improved. 

No other physical element men¬ 
tioned as needing improvement 
came close. The next—landscap¬ 
ing—registered just 9.7%c. An¬ 
other tenth of the respondents 
mentioned lighting as something 
to be improved at the Center. 

What is the current use of the 
Center? According to the sur¬ 
vey, 57% said they visit the Cen¬ 
ter at least several times per 
week, and 70% frequent it at 
least once a week. Only 6% of 
all respondents visit less than 
once a month. 

Use of the Center appears to 
increase with age of the respond¬ 
ents and with their length of 
residence in Greenbelt. Of those 
who are 60 and over, 80% visit 
the Center several times a week. 
Among 45 to 60-year-olds, 75% 
is the comparable figure. These 
figures decline steadily to 40% to 
25 and 35-year-olds using the 
Center several times a week. 

Eighty-five percent of respond¬ 
ents living in the city twenty 
years or more visit several times 
per week. Corresponding figures 
are 60% for six to ten-year resi- 
dends and 18.5% for residents 
of two years or less. 

Increased Use 

About one-third of all re¬ 
spondents reported increased use 
of the Center, a third said they 
are visiting the Center less often, 


and a third said their pattern of 
use is “about the same.” City 
Center and East Greenbelt re¬ 
spondents reported the smallest 
decline in their use of the Cen¬ 
ter (30%), compared with de¬ 
clines of approximately 40 % for 
Lakewood and Boxwood. The 
presence of other shopping cen¬ 
ters, and the availability of a 
greater variety of goods and ser¬ 
vices in these other locations, are 
the primary reasons respondents 
gave for using the Center less 
often. This seemed to be the same 
regardless of neighborhood. 

Location 

Those who said they now use 
the Center more often than be¬ 
fore said they do so because of 
the Center’s location, and be¬ 
cause of less traffic and conges¬ 
tion. 

Nearly two-thjrds of all re¬ 
spondents said that the Center 
should not compete with the 
shopping centers in the area, al¬ 
though some qualified this re¬ 
sponse by saying they didn’t 
think the Center could compete 
on the same terms as other shop¬ 
ping centers. Very often, resi¬ 
dents said that the Center should 
concentrate on developing its 
unique character, rather than try 
to emulate more modern centers. 

Services Wanted 

When asked what kinds of ac¬ 
tivities and services would attract 
them more often to the Center, 
respondents offered many sug¬ 
gestions. By far the most fre¬ 
quently mentioned idea for mak¬ 
ing the Center more attractive 
was a restaurant—34% of all re¬ 
spondents mentioned this without 
prompting. Among Lakeside, 
Boxwood, and Center residents, 
45% thought a restaurant would 
be a good addition; on the East 
side, 19%; and in Springhill 
Lake, 15%. Although the sugges¬ 
tions for type of restaurant var¬ 
ied widely, it is evident that the 
interest is there. 

Other popular suggestions in¬ 
cluded a bookstore, clothing store, 
hardware store, and an ice cream 
parlor or “soda shop.” Boxwood 
and Lakewood, and Center resi¬ 
dents were particularly interest¬ 
ed in a bookstore and a hardware 
store. 

Security at the Center and feel¬ 
ings of personal safety were 
rated at least satisfactory by 
80% of all respondents, and 
above satisfactory by 42% of the 
total. However, respondents, par¬ 
ticularly older residents, did 
note concern with the Center's 
security, especially at night. 

An in-person survey conducted 
by interviewers in the Center and 


in various parts of the City also 
canvassed citizens about their 
feelings toward the Center. Sug¬ 
gestions gleaned from that survey 
ranged from adding a fountain 
and more greenery to providing a 
historic district information cen¬ 
ter and including a speed bump. 

Results of both the telephone 
and in-person surveys will be 
presented to the design teams 
who will be participating in the 
charette at the end of May.

and the lots on which they stand. 
The remaining masonry and 
frame units would not be affected 
by the loan. According to infor¬ 
mation provided to the members, 
the larger townhouses might be 
refinanced if favorable terms 
could be obtained. 

Use concepts for the four lar¬ 
ger boiler plants will also be put 
before the members. The board 
of directors is recommending that 
♦the plant on Research Road be 
converted to a community center 
which could be rented out to 
members for social functions and 
family parties or could be used 
by GHI for meetings and social 
gatherings. According to infor¬ 
mation disseminated to the mem¬ 
bers, this room, which would ac¬ 
commodate about 50 persons, 
would be designed as a service 
to the community; the proposed 
$25 rental would not cover expen¬ 
ses and would have to be subsi¬ 
dized by a charge to each mem¬ 
ber of about 75c a month. 


these suggested uses or do not ap¬ 
prove some alternate use propos¬ 
ed at the meeting, demolition of 
the plants is proposed. 

Bylaws 

The board selected, for recom¬ 
mendation to the membership, 
certain bylaws from a list work¬ 
ed out by the Ad Hoc Bylaws 
Committee. In addition, many edi¬ 
torial changes are being submit¬ 
ted for approval by the members. 

Among the substantive changes 
to be recommended is a new arti¬ 
cle which would obligate the cor¬ 
poration to reimburse any direc¬ 
tor or employee of the cor¬ 
poration for any liability incur¬ 
red in the performance of duties 
which were discharged in good 
faith. 

The membership will also be 
asked to vote on a petition which 
would gradually reduce the size 
of the GHI board of directors 
from nine members to five.

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Promotion From Within or Recruitment 
From Without in Dispute lor Parks Head

A disagreement about the 
vacant position of park sup¬ 
erintendent broke out be¬ 
tween George Smith, direc¬ 
tor of the Public Works De¬ 
partment, and Hank Irving, 
recreation director, during a 
work session on the Green- 
belt Recreation Depart¬ 
ment’s budget on Tuesday, 
April 30. 

Irving lobbied the three at¬ 
tending members of the Green- 
belt City Council to look for a 
person to fill the position vacated 
by the retiring park superin¬ 
tendent. He said, “We're going 
around in circles about the park 
superintendent and we’re miss¬ 
ing the boat by not hiring one.” 
Nobody in the Public W r orks De¬ 
partment can carry out the man¬ 
agement duties of a park super¬ 
intendent, Irving said. 

Smith Disagrees 

Smith sharply disagreed with 
Irving’s assessment of the per¬ 
sonnel in the Public Works De¬ 
partment. He said he has an act¬ 
ing foreman on his staff who 
“has leadership qualities.” The 
position of superintendent should 
be filled by “promotion from 
within,” said Smith. Smith urged 
the council members to give the 
foreman a chance. 

The city council should also 
examine the possibility of hiring 
consultants to carry cut the park 
superintendent’s work, Smith 
said. He asked council to set up 
a task force to study that pos¬ 
sibility. Consultants can fulfill the 
city’s needs just as effectively as 
a full-time superintendent, ac¬ 
cording to Smith. He said, “You 
don’t need a horticulturist 365 
days a year.” 

Who Runs the Parks? 

A new parks superintendent 
could help to define clearly the 
departmental responsibilities for 
running the parks, Irving said. 
He said the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment’s role in keeping the parks 
in operation has not been recog¬ 
nized. 

The Recreation Department ad¬ 
ministers new parks and works 
with the Park & Planning Com¬ 
mission, among other park-related 
duties, according to Irving. Irv¬ 
ing concluded, “If we cannot see 
a combined Recreation and Parks 


Department, we can recognize 
the function of planning carried 
out by the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment.” 

Consolidate Park Management 

Irving said a move to consoli¬ 
date the parks management 
would “be the best thing to do.” 
He said the ill-defined manage¬ 
ment responsibilities have cre¬ 
ated problems in the past. There 
were a lot of problems with 
“ballfield” maintenance, said 
Irving. He added, “Those prob¬ 
lems don’t exist anymore.’ But 
the possibility of similar prob¬ 
lems recurring is always there, 
said Irving. 

Smith insisted that his depart¬ 
ment’s work in the parks is also 
ignored. He said. “We put people 
in the park if assistance is need¬ 
ed.” Any major construction in 
the parks is done by the general 
crew of the Public Works De¬ 
partment, said Smith. That Pub¬ 
lic Works crew also does all the 
landscaping in the parks, he 
said. 

Who Should Decide? 

Other participants in the bud¬ 
get working session were not 
eager to step into the political 
fray. The problem should be re¬ 
solved by the city council, ac¬ 
cording to City Manager James 
Giese. He said, “The council has 
overall authority on the structure 
of departments. A change in the 
organizational structure is in the 
purview of the council,” 

Members of the city council 
disagreed with Giese. Council 
member Edward Putens said, “It 
is not in the purview of the 
council to do anything. It is up 
to the city manager to make a 
recommendation to the council.” 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld backed up 
Putens. saying, “The council is 
not in a position to do anything,” 
The question of the park super¬ 
intendent vacancy must be re¬ 
solved through the proper chan¬ 
nels. said Weidenfeld. 

No Agreement Reached 

The participants also failed to 
agree on a plan to resolve the 
parks management problem. They 
did not unanimously side with 
either Smith or Irving. Giese 
said the city has been advertis¬ 
ing in national trade journals for 
the vacant position of park su¬ 
perintendent. The city is still 
receiving applications for the

position, according to Giese. 
Giese expressed interest in 
Smith’s proposal to hire an act¬ 
ing foreman in the Public Works 
Department for the parks job. 

The option of hiring consult¬ 
ants to do the superintendent’s 
work intrigued several of the 
people at the meeting. Weidenfeld 
said, “I can’t see the harm in 
doing consulting for a while. If 
we get service when we need it, 
it’s a good deal.” The city can 
always fall back on the option 
of hiring a full-time superintendr 
ent, he said. 

City Manager Objects 

Giese said he did not think the 
separation of the parks manage¬ 
ment from the P ublic Works De¬ 
partment would be as helpful as 
Irving suggested. He described 
the parks as “a small operation 
with a lot of sharing of special 
equipment.” The separation of 
the parks from the Public Works 
Department could strain the city’s 
pool of skilled labor available 
for jobs in the parks, Giese said. 

Increased demands by citizens 
for more park services could 
force the city to create a sepa¬ 
rate parks department in the fu¬ 
ture, said Edward Putens. He 
said the needs of the citizens for 
park services have increased 
significantly during the past few 
years. 

Putens argued that the matter 
should be reviewed by the city 
manager. The participants agreed 
that further debate on the issue 
should be postponed until the city 
manager makes a recommenda¬ 
tion to council. City council 
member Antoinette Bram con¬ 
cluded that the problem requires 
compromise. “It would be nice 
to work it out between George 
and Hank,” she said. 


Water Main Flushing 

The Washington Suburban San¬ 
itary Commission plans syste¬ 
matic water main flushing for 
the week of May 19, to cover 
areas of Greenbelt, Greenbelt Tri¬ 
angle and Springhill Lake. 

The work, which involves the 
opening of fire hydrants to clear 
sediment from the pipelines and 
control water discoloration, will 
be done between 11 p.m^ - 7 a.m. 
in order to minimize inconven¬ 
ience to customers as a result 
of low pressure or temporary 
discoloration. 

Any customers in the areas 
being flushed, who have discol¬ 
oration, should wait until the 
water runs clear at the tap be¬ 
fore doing any clothes launder¬ 
ing or dishwashing.

Among Proposals for Rec. Dept. Budget 


S Considering a Change in Residence? ;

The Recreation Depart¬ 
ment of Greenbelt needs 
funds for a new full-time 
recreation coordinator and 
money for improvements at 
both the Youth Center and 
the Springhill Lake Recrea¬ 
tion Center, said Recreation 
Director Hank Irving during 
a budget work session last 
Tuesday. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
described the proposed addition 
of the recreation coordinator as 
“the most significant expense” 
in the recreation budget. The 
recreation coordinator would be 
primarily responsible for ensur¬ 
ing that the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment's gift catalog, due to appear 
next year, gets off the ground, 
according to Irving. 

Irving said the catalog will 
contain the prices for tax-deduct¬ 
ible gifts that the city parks need, 
like police vests and park bench¬ 
es. “The gift project will be 
good for public relations and vol¬ 
unteers,” said Irving, adding that 
it also “encourages pride in the 
city.” 

Large-Screen TV 

The major improvements at the 
Youth Center and Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center would be the 
additions of large-screen tele¬ 
visions. said Irving. He said six- 
foot screens compatible with the 
centers' video equipment and ca¬ 
ble systems would be added at¬ 
traction for the many people who 
frequently use the facilities. Irv¬ 
ing said the 25-inch screen tele¬ 
visions currently in use are “in¬ 
adequate for large groups and 
special groups, like Camp Pine 
Tree.” 

Large groups would “fill the 
gym” to watch Washington Red¬ 
skin games on the large tele¬ 
vision screens, according to Irv¬ 
ing. He said the telecasts of 
sporting events have always 
drawn big crowds at the two rec¬ 
reation centers. The new screens 
would fold up into tamper-proof 
ceiling-mounted units, said Irv¬ 
ing. 

$6,000 Cost 

The recreation centers' new 
equipment would cost $6,000. The 
bulk of the outlays in the Youth 
Center budget would be for ma¬ 
jor maintenance work, said Irv¬ 


ing. The refinishing of the gym 
floors will cost $1,014 and the 
resurfacing of the center's roof 
would cost an estimated $36,500. 
according to the annual budget 
report. 

Maintenance Needs 
Maintenance work would also 
make up the greater part of the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen¬ 
ter budget, said Irving. He said 
the work would involve a major 
repainting program and the re¬ 
placement of the plastic window 
panes in the game room as well 
as some tile replacement. The re- 
pa in ting program should cost ap¬ 
proximately $5,300. while the 
window replacement would re¬ 
quire an expenditure of approxi¬ 
mately $2,050. 

One Vehicle* Not Two 
Giese said the Recreation De¬ 
partment will receive either the 
van or station wagon that it re¬ 
quested. He emphasized that the 
department would not get both. 
The Recreation Department must 
currently share a van with the 
Public Works Department which 
owns it, said Irving. He added 
that the van is usually unavail¬ 
able for recreation outings due 
to the work load of the Public 
Works Department. 

Irving said buses are used for 
summer outingrs, adding that the 
department has “one vehicle 
available but it's a hand-me-down 
that woTirt pass inspection.” He 
said he hopes to receive a station 
wagon to transport young people 
to various events like Camp Pine 
Tree. But the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment will be more than happy 
to use a new van, said Irving. 

Cooling for Youth Center 
There were several important 
items related to recreation that 
were not put in the recreation 
budget, according to Giese. He 
identified the proposed installa¬ 
tion of an air-conditioning unit 
in the Youth Center gym as a 
major request. Giese said he put 
that proposal in the Building 
Projects budget and added. 
“There are more building projects 
than money.” Th e proposal may 
not be implemented, he said* Irv¬ 
ing tried to convince the city 
council members present that the 
air-conditioning proposal “was 
not frivolous.” He said the ex¬ 
tremely high temperatures in the 
gym during the summer, as high 
as 120°F when it is 85°F outside. 


force senior citizens to avoid usr- 
ing the gym. An air-conditioning 
unit with a heat pump would 
maintain a constant temperature 
of 78°F during the summer, said 
Irving. He said the unit “would 
make the gym available to senior 
citizens during the dimmer.” 

Giese said another project left 
out of the recreatoin budget is 
the proposal to repair the base 
of the Springhill Lake Recrea¬ 
tion Center parking lot. The Pub¬ 
lic Works Department will do 
the base repair, he said. The 
city will try to convince Prince 
Georges County to “proceed with 
resurfacing using the revenue¬ 
sharing fund,” said Giese. 

Recreation Budget Satisfying 

Irving said he was pleased with 
the overall budget for recreation. 
He added that he felt the de¬ 
partment had run very success¬ 
ful programs during the past 
year. The senior citizens pro¬ 
grams at the city swimming pool 
“are really taking off.” Irving 
said. He said many nonresidents 
are coming in to help out with 
the programs at the pool. The 
self-supporting activities “have 
come a long way in four years,” 
according to Irving. 

The community is also satisfied 
with the recreation budget, said 
Keith Ohemikoff, chairman of 
the city's Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board. He said he was 
happy to see funds for the con¬ 
struction of new basketball courts 
in the budget. Chernikoff said, 
“There are some areas where 
courts have been added; This is 
a good start.” The people of 
Greenbelt are also pleased that 
construction on new tennis courts 
will begin in the near future, 
according to Chernikoff.

Public Works Budget Features Some 
New Positions, Street Repair Work

While this year's proposed budget for the city's Public 
Works Department is “not a great deal different from pre¬ 
vious budgets, there are a few significant changes," City 
Manager James K. Giese said at the start of the work 
session with council on April 29. 


Budget work sessions offer the 
manager an opportunity, in an 
informal setting, to present the 
proposed budget to members of 
council, there were four present - 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, Toni 
Bram, Tom White and Ed Pu- 
tens. Two representatives from 
the department also attended in 
order to answer questions or pro¬ 
vide further information — Di¬ 
rector of Public Works George 
Smith and Assistant J. Paul Wil¬ 
liams, in addition to Cas Prybyl. 

The public works budget calls 
for two and a half new positions 
— a mechanic, chiefly to work on 
diesel engines, a laborer for the 
general crew and a half-time 
office assistant. The city current¬ 
ly has one mechanic who special¬ 
izes in gasoline engines, the pub¬ 
lic works office has only one cleri¬ 
cal position to handle records and 
phone calls. Also one additional 
person will be hired for summer 
parks work. 

An open position — Parks Su¬ 
perintendent—has not been filled. 
The city has advertised the posi¬ 
tion and Giese expects to be ma¬ 
king a decision before the end of 
the fiscal year, June 30. The 
parks crew is responsible for care 
of all grounds owned by the city 
with the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment and the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment sometimes in a tug of war 
over the care of ball fields. Some 
restructuring of the parks crew 
may result. 

Expenditures planned for fiscal 
’86 total $937,600, down slightly 
from this year's expenditures. 
The city in recent years has pre¬ 
ferred to tackle two years of 
capital improvements — chiefly 
street repair — at one time ev¬ 
ery other year. The larger bud¬ 
get last year reflects the addi¬ 
tional street repair work accom¬ 
plished during the fiscal year. 

A line item that appears in 
in each department's budget this 
year is employee health costs. 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield has 
indicated an increase of possibly 
17 percent. 

Giese has proposed a key new 
position on the city staff, a plan¬ 
ning and development coordina¬ 
tor. He hopes to find someone 
with both planning and engin¬ 
eering background. That person 
would have the responsibility “to 
look at all the zoning and devel¬ 
opment plans coming into the 
city, to administer the city's 
street repair work and to assist 
the Public Works Department in 
planning/' Giese said. The posi¬ 


tion falls somewhere between ad¬ 
ministrative and public works. 
Giese has yet to determine which 
department will get the new posi¬ 
tion. 

Reserve for Capital 
Improvements 

The budget again includes the 
use of 7c of the tax rate for 
capital improvements this year. 
Giese plans to use the entire a- 
mount of $240,900 on street re¬ 
pair. The multi-year program 
of repaving Boxwood streets 
will be completed this year. 
In a major city expendi¬ 
ture, the remaining portion of 
Hanover Parkway north of 
Greenbelt Road will be widened 
to four lanes. 

In a project related to street 
repair, storm drains will be in¬ 
stalled along Maplewood Court 
in an effort to prevent the cul- 
de-sac from icing over during 
freezing weather. 

Two items approved for fund¬ 
ing in this year's budget won't 
be accomplished before the end 
of this fiscal year. The funds 
will be transferred to FY’86 and 
the projects will be completed 
then — reconstruction of the 
Centerway sidewalks and the 
lake park parking lot improve¬ 
ments. Additional street- im¬ 
provements which the city hopes 
will be accomplished with Com¬ 
munity Development Block 
Grant funds include Parkway, 
Northway, Westway and portions 
of Ridge and Crescent. Several 
CDBG projects begun during the 
last fiscal year will be completed 
during FY’86 — reconstruction 
of Plateau Place, Ridge Road 
from South way to Westway and 
from Westway to 7 Crescent and 
Garden way. 

North End Center 

In a similar reserve, the city 
has been setting aside 5c of the 
tax rate in a reserve fund for 
the North End Center. Together 
with previous year's unspent re¬ 
serves, almost $250-000 would be 
available for renovation. Addi¬ 
tional funds could come from the 
bond issue- if successful 
Refuse Collection 

No rate increase has been pro¬ 
posed for refuse collection. The 
city is considering a new* require¬ 
ment for subscribers, though, 
Giese told council. Some homes 
do not have a paved walkway to 
the point where individuals store 
their refuse for pick-up. —sin¬ 
gle family homes, Windsor Green 
and a small portion of Greenbelt 
Homes, Particularly where there 
are steep slopes, the refuse col¬ 


lectors have a difficult and po¬ 
tentially hazardous walk in the 
winter. 

Director George Smith plans to 
do some reorganizing of his work 
crews, more along task force 
lines. Smith hopes this approach 
will help insure that some of the 
smaller, but still important jobs 
are completed in a timely manner 
—the kinds of things, he said, 
that are easily put off in favor 
of major projects. One such task 
he is much concerned about is 
painting lines on the streets 
many of which are badly faded. 

A loss of more than $7,000 in 
State-shared horce racing taxes 
reflects the governor's decision to 
put those dollars back into the 
horse racing business — improv¬ 
ed facilities and larger purses. 
State-shared highway taxes are 
expected to provide a 43 percent 
increase in funds for the city. 

Recycling 

The city's recycling program 
brought some discussion by coun¬ 
cil. One member of council seem¬ 
ed to want reassurance that the 
program is “justified," another 
challenged the city staff to pro¬ 
vide better promotion to bring in 
more newspapers, glass, alumin¬ 
um and oil for recycling saying, 
“more is out there." 

New benches and trash con¬ 
tainers are planned for Roosevelt 
Center. Basketball courts are 
proposed for Boxwood and 
Springhill Lake. With a pro¬ 
posed sign maker the city crew 
can make its own wooden signs 
for trails. In an innoative move, 
the city is considering asking for 
bids from residents who would be 
willing to keep the grass cut at 
the various smaller city parks 
and green areas around town. 

One item which Giese says 
must be done this fall is repair 
of the spillway at the lake 
($40,000). Funds are expected 
to come from the bond issue, if 
not, they must come from the re¬ 
serve for capital improvements. 
Giese lists two other projects in 
the same category: improvements 
to the salt storage area ($10,000) 
and repair of the skimmer lines 
for the municipal pool ($15,000). 
Items desired but not funded this 
year include an air conditioner 
for the Youth Center ($26,000) ,* 
resurfacing fire station parking 
lot and road ($22,000); portion 
of Breezewood Dr. ($23,500); re¬ 
surface SHL Rec. Center parking 
lot; and resurface, curb and gut¬ 
ter for Roosevelt Center West 
Parking lot. 

With the anticipated state grant 
for open space, Giese proposes to 
purchase the old Pepeo Substa¬ 
tion ($32,000) and construct • a 
comfort station/picnic shelter at 
Attick park ($49,000). Pepco 
has not indicated any willingness

price. A 25 percent matching 
grant from the state will be 
sought for the comfort station/ 
picnic shelter. 

Replacement Fund 
Each year the city puts aside 
money toward the eventual re¬ 
placement of equipment. Funds 
already collected are proposed to 
pay for a number of items for 
the Public W T orks Department: 
two pick-up trucks ($25,000) and 
ball field tractor ($6,000). A 
new copier for the administrative 
offices will provide down the line 
for the Public Works Department 
to acquire the Police Depart¬ 
ment's present copier.

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Citizen Petitions Stir Council 

by Bob Hickman 

More than 20 Metrobus riders attended the May 6 city 
council meeting to oppose elimination of the R15 bus route 
which runs from “Old Greenbelt” to the Metrorail station 
at New Carrollton. In response, the city council unani¬ 
mously passed a motion to strongly oppose removal of the 
Rll or R15 bus routes at Metro’s June 4 public hearing, to 
be held at Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 


Council also called for more 
effort by Metro to publicize the 
two routes after Karen True, who 
presented the group’s petition, 
said that ridership has not de¬ 
creased on the R15 route and 
that it would be even higher if 
information about the route were 
made readily available by Metro. 
True said that when she called 
Metro for the R15 schedule, she 
was not given the complete 
schedule and was referred to oth¬ 
er bus routes. 

Brush Removal Request 

A second citizen petition pre¬ 
sented at the city council meet¬ 
ing stirred a discussion of city 
policy on tree and brush removal, 
Ann Pisano presented a petition 
requesting the city to clean up 
a section of city property along 
Crescent Road. The petition was 
signed by seven of the eight resi¬ 
dents living in that area. 

After discussion of the extent 
of the clean-up desired, council 
voted 4-1 to refer the matter 
to the Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board (PRAB) for recom¬ 
mendations before taking final 
action, Councilmember Antoinette 
Pram, who cast a dissenting vote, 
did not believe there was a need 
to refer the matter to PRAB. 

PRAB would also consider 
whether it would be appropriate 
to plant small shrubs in this 
area. When asked to clarify the 
residents’ desires, Pisano said 
they want the city to “clean it 
up and put some plants in there 
and make it look halfway de¬ 
cent.” 

The decision to refer the mat¬ 
ter to PRAB came after City 
Manager James K. Giese stated 
that city policy on brush removal 
is not clear. When Pisano com¬ 
plained of further delays in get¬ 
ting the area cleaned up, council- 
member Richard Pilski pointed 
out that the delay might result 
in the residents getting even 
more than they had requested. 

“We’re not looking for any 
boulders coming up!” Pisano said. 

Other Matters 

Council unanimously accepted 
the PRAB report on the budget 
for Recreation and Parks and 


staff to work with the Washing¬ 
ton Suburban Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion to reschedule their work on 
Rosewood Drive so that area and 
Tamarisk Court could be resur¬ 
faced at the same time. Present¬ 
ly the two streets are scheduled 
to be resurfaced one year apart. 


Council agreed to write letters 
to the county council opposing 
certain projects in the county 
Capital Improvements Program. 
Projects the city objects to are 
the Inter - County Connector 
Highway, the Kenilworth Avenue 
Extension and elimination of the 
Southway ramp to the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. 

In another matter, Pilski re¬ 
ported witnessing a near accident 
in front of the firehouse when 
a driver did not see or hear 
emergency vehicles leaving. He 
suggested that a traffic light 
might be needed at that location. 
Council directed the city staff 
to communicate with the county 
fire department and obtain their 
comment.

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Special Education Services 
Offered at SHL Elementary 

The Springhill Lake Elementary School Diagnostic 
Wing program was opened in September 1978. This pro¬ 
gram offers Level 5 Special Education services to children 
in the Northern area of Prince Georges County. It was 
designed to provide an alternative education for those chil¬ 
dren with significant learning delays who have failed in 
mainstream education. 


According to Jessie M, Kane, 
Wing Coordinator, the program, 
which is funded by the Prince 
Georges County School System, 
has many goals: to develop and 
maintain a modified county-man¬ 
dated elementary curriculum de¬ 
signed to meet the identified 
needs of the special student and 
to maximize the opportunity for 
each student to demonstrate so¬ 
cial and interactive behaviors 
which permit the student to func¬ 
tion positively in daily living and 
be available for learning. 

This program is also designed 
to motivate selected students to 
discover, manipulate and master 
such goals related to daily living 
which will move them produc¬ 
tively into the world of work. 
Other goals are to develop a 
student's self-esteem and to pro¬ 
vide identified students with re¬ 
medial intervention for speech 
language and/or motor deficits. 

' The program must also meet 
county and state mandates for 
assessment and record keeping; 
maintain current assessment da¬ 
ta to refine individual program 
goals; and provide exposure to 
diverse lifetime enrichment acti¬ 
vities. 

A final goal is to evaluate and 
determine appropriate program 
placement on an ongoing basis. 

Children are placed in the Wing 
after being identified in elemen¬ 
tary schools in the Springhill 
Lake busing area. They must 
be aged 7 to 12 years old. They 
must exhibit moderate to severe 
developmental delays in two or 
more of these areas: Gross and 
fine motor; visual perception; au¬ 
ditory perception; speech and 
language; and social/emotional. 

Kane said, “In the Springhill 
Lake W T ing there are seven clas¬ 
ses. Each class has a full-time 
teacher and a full-time assistant. 
There are also two classes of 
hearing-impaired students who 
partake in many Wing activi¬ 
ties/’ 

Special students receive in¬ 
struction for areas of Reading, 
Spelling, Language, Arts, Mathe¬ 
matics, Social Studies Science, 
Health and Art within the Wing. 
They are also mainstreamed to 
classes Kindergarten through 6th 
Grade in other wings of the 
school when it is determined they 
will benefit from that environ¬ 


ment. 

All children receive instruction 
from the school’s motor develop¬ 
ment teacher or physical educa¬ 
tion from the school’s physical 
education teacher. Some student’s 
receive direct or consultative ser¬ 
vices from an occupational thera¬ 
pist. The vision department 
works with certain children to 
remedicate visual deficits. 

Some of the students also re 
ceive intensive language and 
speech services from the school’s 
speech pathologist. Music in¬ 
struction also is provided three 
times a week. Other activities 
include an instructional swim¬ 
ming and bowling program, an 
outdoor education and camping 
program, a field trip program, 
family social events and weekly 
Wing activities. 

Although the philosophy of the 
Springhill Lake Wing staff is to 
provide an appropriate education 
to children with learning delays, 
children are not grouped accord¬ 
ing to the type of their delay. Ra¬ 
ther they are grouped according 
to academic, social and self-help 
skills, as well as chronological 
age. 

Kane, who has a master’s de 
gree in Special Education from 
George Washington University, 
has spent 14 years in the special 
education field, 12 of them in 
Prince Georges County. She for¬ 
merly served as Department 
Chairperson for Special Educa¬ 
tion at Crossland Senior High in 
Temple Hills, Maryland. 

When asked if the parents felt 
the same as the staff about the 
program, she commented, “Feed¬ 
back indicates that everyone in¬ 
volved is pleased with the pro¬ 
gram.”
